ing for a peace treaty com prom ise 
centered their attention today on a 
plan said to have been accepted by 
the mild reservation republicans, 
and by a number of dem ocrats for 
ratification 
with three 
modifica­ 
tions in the fourteen reservations 
approved by the senate majority at 
the last session. 
The three changes, which som e 
senators believe would m ake the 
reservations 
acceptable 
to two- 
thirds deal with the preamble dec- 
latlon that the qualifications must 
be aequiesed in by the other pow­ 
ers with Article X and with Shan­ 
tung. 
The mild group believe that' 
Senator Lodge, republican leader, 
will be w illing to accept the, chang­ 
es, and that Senator H itchcock, 
dem ocratic leader, also will me sat­ 
isfied w ith them . 
It w as said, however, that neither 
of the party heads in the senate 
had yet expressed a final opinion. 
Under the new preamble suggested 
the senate reservations would be 
regarded as accepted by the other 
parties to the treaty unless specific 
objections were made within a lim ­ 
ited time. 
The working out of the 
Article X 
reservation 
would 
be 
changed so as to dom inate the lan­ 
guage which President W ilson said 
he would regard as a rejection of 
the treaty and to substitute an af­ 
firm ative declaration that the ar­ 
ticle’s obligations are accepted with 
the understanding that future con­ 
gresses shall be at liberty to define 
questions of peace and war. 
Lan­ 
guage som e senators had regarded 
as offensive to other powers would 
be modified in the Shantung ques­ 
tion. 
Although 
compromise 
talk on 
this and other modification plans 
continues am ong/ the senators re­ 
m aining here, there are so many 
absent that no concrete action is 
expected until the senate reassem ­ 
bles next Monday.

BANKERS ARE 
INVITED TO MEET 
IN WASHINGTON 


W ashington, Dec. 29.—R epresen­ 
tative bankers from over the coun­ 
try have been invited by the feder­ 
al reserve board to m eet in W ash­ 
ington January 6 to discuss the ex­ 
isting relations between federal re­ 
serve bank discount rates and in­ 
terest rates on deposits. 
The con­ 
ference is the first step of the fed­ 
eral reserve board to “iron out’’ 
the “existing entangling alliance’’ 
between federal reserve bank dis­ 
count rates and interest rates on 
deposits, w'hich resulted from war 
financing, Governor Harding said.

vals for nearly an hour in that 
portion of Phoenix Park, between 
f ie lodge and the magazine. There 
apparently wTas no direct attack 
on the viceregal lodge itself.
